WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP) — 
Senate-House conferees agreed 
today on a $4,128.283,370 for- 
eign aid authorization bill, but 
a move was on in the House 
to hold actual appropriations 
nearly $500,000,000 below that 
figure. 

The House appropriations 
committee recommended appro- 
priation of $3,665,920,000. 

President Eisenhower asked 
nr $4,900,000,000 for foreign 
aid. 


In dealing with such a re- 
quest, Congress considers first 
an authorization bill which ‘tn 
effect sets a ceiling for possible 


later appropriations in a sepa- 
rate bill 
The House voted for a 


$3,800,000,000 authorization and 
the Senate for one of $4,562.- 
000,000. Senate and House con- 
ferees were appointed to work 
out a compromise, and Senator 
George (Dem.), Georgia, an- 
nounced after a forenoon g6es- 
sion that they had got together | 
at the figure of $4,128,283,370. 
He said there were still some 
differences in language to be 
adjusted. 
Split Down Middle. 

“We split almost down the 
middle on all the money items,” 
George said 

The House. meantime, re- 
ceived from its Appropriations 
Committee the recommendation 
for actual appropriations which 
that group tigured were 28 pe! 
cent under Mr. Eisenhower's 
requests. 

The heavy cut was approved 
by a slender margin only afte: 
a stiff, party-line fight that 
foreshadowed a further contest 
when the bill comes to the 
House floor. Heavy White 
House pressure was reported 
against the cut. 

Representative Passman 
(Dem.) of Louisiana, said the 
committee turned down by only 
a two-vote margin a move to. 
restore more than $200,000,000 
of the billion-plus cut proposed 
for military aid. Passman, a 
foreign aid opponent, headed 
an appropriations subcommittee 
that recommended the big 
slash. 

The closed-session vote 
against the military and resto- 
ration was reported as 24 to 
22. with one Republican join- 


ing Democrats to make up 
the majority. Representative 
Rooney ‘Dem.) of New York, 


said he made the unsuccessful 
move to restore the funds. 

Other committeemen said 
White House officials put on 
a strong campaign to convince 
Republican members they 
should vote against the cut or 
at least stay away from todays 
meeting if they had planned to 
vote for it 

The committee voted also a

eign aid, saying there has been 
vagueness and a lack of infor- 
mation about the program.

LONDON. July 6 (AP)—John 
Christian Rayner, who is 5 
years old, reported to his father, 
Maj.

“Hence, the Russian ground

Many school districts even in relatively prosperous states 
are finding it impossible to build schools because of rising 
construction costs and higher interest rates resulting from

Lessons of the Air Crash 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As one who lost a very dear friend 
fn the crash of two airliners in the 
Grand Canyon, I am pained to read 
such statements as: “. . . One-in-a- 
million chance that it would hap- 
pen” and “by a trick of fate heavy 
thunderstorms were at 20,000 feet.” 
'. As I see it such quotes do a very 
good job of whitewashing the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration in the 
eyes of the general public. It tends 
to lull the public into thinking that 
the tragedy was just one of those 

nforeseeable accidents. I definite- 

ty am not of that opinion. 

First of all, thunderstorm forma- 
tions at 20,000 feet are not “tricks of 
fate” nor even unusual weather con- 
ditions. They occur frequently. Sec- 
ondly the fact that these two planes 
collided (and every indication is that 
ftliey did collide) is not a “one-in-a- 
million” chance. 

In fact any two planes under cir- 
-fumstances similar to those cited in 
. various news reports of the Arizona 
'Grash, would have a very real chance 
‘ef colliding. When two airplanes 
,are traveling in the same direction 
in intersecting airways which are al- 
ost parallel to one another, head- 

for exactly the same check point 
lat nearly the same altitude at very 
fimilar speeds, there exist many, 
many seconds during which a colli- 
gion is likely to occur. 

The tragic fact (as printed in one 
news article) is that the flight con- 
trol personnel were aware that the 
two planes were in the same vicinity 
and yet only one of the airplanes 
was notified of the presence of the 
other. The reason is given that the 
plane on V.F.R. (visual flight 
rules) should have been able to see 
the other plane. 

As any airline pilot will tell you, 

f an upper airliner is overtaking a 
ower one which is climbing to the 
game altitude, it, the upper airliner, 
cannot be seen by the pilot of the 
Jower ship because his visibility to 
the direct rear is absolute zero. Now 
f the lower ship is on V.F.R. and 
the upper one is on I.F.R. (instru- 
ment flight rules) and does not real- 
jze the V.F.R. ship is in the vicinity, 
it is not difficult to imagine how a 
terrible disaster could occur. 

Perhaps some of the reports I 
have read are in error or do not tell 
the full story and the CAA is blame- 
Sess. I certainly hope it is. If, on 
the other hand, some of the opera- 
tional policies of the CAA are to 
blame, let’s seek them out and take 
corrective action. Kidding ourselves 
mbout “freaks of nature” and impos- 
Bible odds will never avert future 
tragedies of this type.

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Our Troubled Youth 


What is causing the present rise in teen-age 
crime nationally? If more were known about 
what young people are thinking and feeling, we 
should be farther along the way to finding out 
what to do about it. ! 

The Senate subcommittee on juvenile delin- 
quency, ever which Senator Henhings of St. 
Louis is presiding in hearings here this week- 
end, can help provide a starting point for na- 
tion-wide action to reclaim the many young- 
sters whose behavior is evincing a deep inner 
trouble. The increase of juvenile crime is part 
of an increase in over-all crime in this country. 
But it is a type of human failure which gives us 
all a sfecial kind of concern. 

Why are adolescents more disturbed today 
than usual? Two years ago J. Edgar Hoover, 
head of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, re- 
ported there was a startling rise in crimes gom- 
mitted by juveniles. That same year the United 
States Children’s Bureau estimated the number 
of delinquent youths appearing in courts stood 
at a record high, The then Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, 
said “there appeared to be increasing violence 
in the delinquent acts of some adolescents.” 

Here in our own community the number of 
arrests of offenders under 17 years of age 
shows a drastic increase of 26 per cent in the 
first four months of the current year, compared 
with the corresponding period of last year. 

Why? 

There are many possible contributants. The 
cold war and the Damoclean threat of nuclear 
bombs. The uncertainty of many young men’s 
future, and the disruption of it, caused by the 
necessity for military service. The indifference 
of many parents to their own children. The 
swamping of the schools with the great human 
tide of war babies and the resulting inade- 
quacies of teaching staffs, buildings, equipment, 
and, above all, of challenging educational ex- 
periences for pupils. The shortage of adult lead- 
ership for athletic and character-building ac- 
tivities among boys and girls. The instability of 
standards for life in the backwash of war. 

All these factors are well known. The great 
unknown factor, and the one crucial to the whole 
complex, is what all this is doing to the minds 
and emotions of young people. The synthesis, the 
amalgam produced when all these dislocations, 
uncertainties and dissatisfactions are impressed 
upon the personalities of young, exceptionally 
impressionable human beings. 

There is a tremendous barrier between the 
world of those growing up and the adult world. 
There are even serious barriers between the 
adolescent age groups. But somehow or other 
we must break down the barriers to communica- 
tion between those who need help and those 
who can help. 

This mid-twentieth century must certainly be 
one of the most difficult times in history for 
the business of growing up. To Senators Hen- 
nings and Kefayver and everyone else concerned 
with lending a helping hand to young America, 
everyone will offer a heartfelt wish for fruitful 
endeavor. 
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For Glendale Children 

Glendale is voting Saturday on a public park. 
A community of 6200 population, it lacks any 
place for its children to play, except school- 
yards and streets. So the citizens are voting on 
a $210,000 bond issue to build a park complete 
with softball diamond, swimming pool and picnic 
grounds. ms . " 

The bond issue, which requires a two-thirds 
majority, was narrowly defeated in an eleetion 
two months ago. A provision for maintenance: 
of the park, requiring only a simple majority, 
was approved. Now a second vote is being taken. 
Opponents are saying the community cannot 
afford the cost. 

In justice to the children of the community 
for whom the park is primarily intended, a more 
pertinent question would be whether Glendale 
can afford to continue denying its boys and girls 
a place to play. 
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How to Make a Gesture 
On Independence Day the United States an- 
nounced it would give title to its bases in the 
Philippines to the Philippine Republic. In a 
joint announcement President Magsaysay and 
Vice President Nixon, who was in Manila, agreed 
that the United States always did acknowledge 

Philippine sovereignty over the bases. 
That being so, it may be asked how the United 
States could claim ownership of Philippine soil. 
The answer is that Attorney General Brownell 


ruled in 1953 that the United States still 
held title to the bases, despite Philippine 
independence. 


This led to a meaningless dispute with the 
Philippines. The United States enjoyed full use 
of the bases under 99-year leases, and there was 
little point to claiming title to them. The prin- 
cipal result was to insult Filipino sovereignty. 

Now Mr. Nixon says the surrender of title 
is a “decisive step in our mutual effort toward 
achieving our objective of removing all pos- 
sible causes of misunderstanding...” and so 
on. He might well have said that the United 
States could easily have taken this decisive step 
at any time in the past three years. 

The announcement was finally timed for July 
4, and it will undoubtedly please the Filipinos, 
but it may not sound like fireworks to them. 
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Responsibility for Poznan 

The Kremlin, speaking through its govern- 
ment newspaper, Izvestia, has made some very 
serious charges against the United States. It 
says that the revolt in Poznan, put down with 
a tragic loss of life, followed inflammatory 
speeches by Secretary of State Dulles. Com- 
plaining that; Secretary Dulles is guilty of “gross 
falsifications,” the Soviet paper describes the 
Polish outbreak as a “bloody provocation” 
brought on by “American agents.” The United 
States, it says, is guilty of “oral responsibility” 
for the ricting. 

Obviously generous allowance ought to be 
made for the propaganda in Izvestia’s criticisms 
of the United States. But when this allowance 
is made there remains something for Washing- 
ton to think about and think about hard. 

President Eisenhower has set a tone for “get- 
ting along” with Russia. Now more than in 
many years, the United States and Russia are 
exchanging visitors. This is true in the fields 
of culture, education, sports and industry. If 
this is the White House policy and it holds a 
promise of melting down the old hostilities, 
Secretary Dulles is out of bounds in hailing the 
Poznan revolt. The Russians could not bé ex- 
pected to do other than to read this as an inter- 
ference in their internal affairs. 

Mr. Eisenhower's policy is one of patience 
and caution with respect to Russia. It is both 
inconsistent and unwise for Secretary Dulles to 
say things that are interpreted as meaning that 
the United States undertakes to support revolt 
behind the Iron Curtain. on 

The Soviets of course have furthered Com- 

i 


munist subversion in free world countries for 
years, But that is all the more reason for the 
United States to keep its record clear and 
clean. This is a.subject on which the President 
ought to be emphatic the next time John Foster 
Dulles calls at the Gettysburg farm. 


The Law Is in Force 

The State of Missouri has taken over in the 
dispute between the Laclede Gas Co. and the 
AFL-CIO union of which its employes are mem- 
bers. Suits have not yet been filed by Attorney 
General Dalten to apply the penalties of the 
King-Thompson Act, but that is only a matter 
of time if the workers do not go back to their 
jobs. 

The obligation now is plain and it is twofold. 
It is for the employes to go back to work and 
for the company te recognize that the workers 
are enjoined from striking by the King-Thomp- 
son Act. Under the King-Thompson Act the 
employes should be assured the fairest possible 
treatment in exchange for the fact that they are 
working for a public utility company whose 
services are essential. 

Defiance of the law will only prejudice the 
case of the workers. After the law is defied 
the arguments of: the union are blanketed by 
the fact that the employes are violating the 
law of the State. 

As for the company, it is entrusted with the 
supplying of gas service to its consumers. Au- 
thority to do this comes from the State of 
Missouri. This means the State expects the 
company to manage its affairs, including its 
relations with its employes, in such a way as 
to keep gas flowing to homes and to industry. 

Gov. Donnelly has done his duty under the 
law. Now let the union members accept the 
application of the law and the negotiations be 
resumed. The place to settle a public utility 
dispute is at the conference table. Inconvenience 
for thousands soon turns into distress. 
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Tax Inquiry: On or Off? 

The federal grand jury investigating tax 
scandals once more is having trouble under- 
standing Attorney General Brownell. One night 
Mr. Brownell said on television he planned to 
send no instructions to the jury in St. Louis. 
The next day Chief of the Federal District 
Court Judge Moore received a letter in which 
Mr, Brownell said he would decide “right away” 
whether to continue the tax inquiry. 

Right away’can hardly be soon enough for a 
jury which has been compelled to sit on its 
hands since April 4. Then it was asked to re- 
cess in order not to interfere with the tax trials 
of Matthew J. Connelly and T. Lamar Caudle. 
But the jurors expected to resume work when 
the two former officials were convicted on June 
14. Nothing happened. And now the jury's term 
will end in a little more than two weeks. 

Members of the grand jury must wonder 
whether the Attorney General desires any fur- 
ther investigation of tax scandals. Certainly it is 
late for Mr. Brownell to make up his mind. 
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Record of Promptness 
it would be hard to improve on the record of 
the Senate in handling President Eisenhower's 


appointment of Circuit Judge William G. Juer- 


gens Of Chester to be Federal Judge at East St. 
Louis in the seat vacated by the retirement of 
Judge Fred L. Wham of Centralia. Here are the 
essential dates: 
June 7—Appointed by the President. 
June 2 pproved by Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee. 
June 21—Approved by Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 
June 22—Confirmed by Senate. 
June 28—Sworn in and took up duties. 


Thus only three weeks passed between the 
time the Juergens appointment went to the Sen- 
ate from the White House and the swearing in 
ceremony. This shows that the Senate can and 
at times does act with all the speed consistent 
with proper exercise of the responsibility to 
pass on presidential appointments. 
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Altitude Record 


The world has been waiting a long time for 
a man who could jump over a bar 7 feet off the 
ground, and we have been wondering how 19- 
year-old Charlie Dumas did it. The Compton 
Junior College student set this world’s record 
for the high jump at the Olympic tryouts in Los 
Angeles. His leap of 7 feet, 12 inch was just 11 
inches higher than his own height, and his tech- 
nique is described thus: “After a short take- 
off, Dumas leaves the ground from his left foot. 
His body from his right heel to his head is rig- 
idly straight as he rolls over the bar with left 
leg bent under him and left hand pressed 
against his chest.” In short, follow this proced- 
ure, and then soar 7 feet. Or maybe there is 
more to it than that. 


A Good Time to Drop It 


Senator Knowland’s prompt rejection of a 
“Red smear” directed at the Democrats ought 
to lead to a cleaner election campaign. If 
it does not, the smear might spatter in all 
directions. 

The Senate Republican Policy Committee's 
staff drew up a memorandum charging that 
Communist party leaders want a Democratic 
victory in November. When Democratic Sena- 
tors protested, Senator Knowland, the Republi- 
can leader, said he believed both parties were 
equally devoted to the interests of the United 
States. Another Republican, Senator Smith of 
New Jersey, said it was “shameful to suggest 
Democrats have Communist leanings.” 

This may satisfy the Democrats and it may 
not. They have long memories of the shameful 
1952 “party of treason” campaign. Senator 
Humphrey of Minnesota told Senator Knowland 
that he did not relish seeing Republican leaders 
advocate a clean campaign from “the front 
porch” while “gremlins and goblins” practiced 
a different approach in the sub-basement. 

But if the smear technique is used this year, 
there may be no end to it. Senator Neuberger 
of Oregon read the Senate a news dispatch stat- 
ing that Kremlin leaders show a strong prefer- 
ence for President Eisenhower. The implication 
is that while Communist leaders at home may 
or may not want Democrats to win, Moscow 
wants the Administration to win—for whatever 
campaign orators wish to make of it. We hope 
nobedy makes anything of it. ; 
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If the Cardinals are ever going to make that 
long-awaited “move,” Cincinnati would be a 
pleasant place to begin. All they have to do is 
knock off the league-leading Redlegs three 
straight. It's a prospect worth dreaming about, 
anyway. : a

Denunciation of Stalin, following idolatry, has shaken Com- 
munist parties everywhere; editorial asks if new Kremlin policy 
is designed to return to ‘united front’; in any case Khrushchev 
speech has given free world ammunition against totalitarianism.

A moral and political crisis of the 
first magnitude is obviously engulfing 
the Communist parties of the free 
world, In this country, Britain, France, 
Italy and elsewhere, publication of 
Nikita S. Khrushchev’s attack on Stalin 
has had an unprecedented impact. 

From the highest leader of world 
Communism, Communists the world 
over have now been told, in effect, that 
what the “bourgeois” press said about 
Stalin for a quarter 
of a century was 
the unvarnished 
truth, and what the 
Communist press 
said about him was 
completely false. 
Instead of being 
the greatest, kind- 
est and wisest man 
in history, Stalin 
was a murderer, a 
sadist and a para- 
noid. 

The Communist 
shock has been par- 
ticularly great be- 
cause of the pecu- 
liarly distorted self-picture many Com- 
munists have had of themselves. 

Sincere ones among them have be- 
lieved they were striving for the high- 
est ideals of humanity. They have be- 
lieved also that they had a unique 
weapon, the key to history, in the “sci- 
entific socialism’ of Marx, which en- 
abled them, so they thought, not only 
to understand the present but precisely 
to forecast the future.

Chorus for the Monster 


Now they have learned that for a 
quarter of a century and more they 
were subservient to a homicidal maniac. 
They are learning, too, that they have 
been political illiterates who were 
duped because they refused to see 
what was plainly before their eyes. 


For such leaders as Togliatti, Thorez 
and others the problem now presented 
is particularly acute. Unlike Khrush- 
chev, they cannot claim that they lived 
under Stalin’s terror and feared for 
their lives if they spoke out. On the 
contrary, they lived in free societies 
where the truth was abundantly avail- 
able, and yet they led the chorus of 
deification for the monster. 

It is against this background that the 
present indignation and questioning of 
free world Communist leaders must be 
judged. Each is apparently trying to 
save his own position and to preserve 
both his power and his movement. It 
is for this purpose that they call on 
Khrushchev to explain his.own and his 
colleagues’ role in Stalin's crimes. Even 


more ludicrous is their demand for a 
“Marxist explanation” of what hap- 
pened. While Stalin lived these leaders 
made a mockery of their own Marxism 
by groveling before Stalin and paying 
no attention to the economic and politi- 
cal realities of the Soviet Union. When, 
two decades ago, Trotsky offered them 
a Marxist explanation in terms of the 
bureaucratic perversion of the Soviet 
Union into a new differentiated class 
state, these leaders paid no attention. 

Today they want a “Marxist explana- 
tion,” as though the reality were not 
plain to any person with common sense, 
let alone a knowledge of dialectical ma- 
terialism. 

The danger, of course, is that the 
Communist leaders and their parties 
may be able to rescue themselves from 
the obvious political and moral bank- 
ruptcy in which they now find them- 
selves. By pretending to turn on Stalin 
and Khrushchev, they may convince 
some that they are no longer tools of 
Moscow. ; 


No Means for Reform 


Their present breast-beating and cries 
of indignation may, in fact, turn out to 
be nothing more than a maneuver de- 
signed to further the present united 
front tactic. That tactic, we may re- 
call, was used also under Stalin two 
decades ago, and is a standard weapon 
in the Stalinist armory. 

The fact is that Stalin was as much a 
product as a creator of the Soviet sys- 
tem. Once one embraces the doctrine 
of dictatorshif, once one believes one 
knows the “inevitable” path of history 
and has the right to destroy all who 
hold contrary views, the kind of cor- 
ruption that was Stalinism becomes in- 
evitable. 

As Secretary Dulles said, the Soviet 
system has now proved that “it is a 
system of inevitable abuses which pro- 
vides no dependable means for the cor- 

ection of those abuses.” Not until 

ommunists have understood that full 
democracy and right of dissent are es- 
sentials for any tolerable human society 
can it be said that they have learned 
the lesson of the infamous Stalin era. 


For us of the free world the task is 
now to use the Khrushchev revelations 
as a weapon with which to destroy the 
prestige and influence of the Commu- 
nist movement and to divert the legiti- 
mate social protest which it has cap- 
tured in some countries inte construc- 
tive, democratic channels. 

Khrushchev did not want his speech 
printed because “We should not give 
ammunition to the enemy.” Now that 
the free world has this ammunition, we 
must use it, and use it well.

Between Book Ends 


Upsurge of Masses 
A WORLD IN REVOLUTION, by Sidney Lens, 

(Praeger, 250 pgt., 3.75.) 

The nature of the powerful forces 
stirring the modern world are defined 
by Sidney Lens primarily in economic 
terms. “A World in Revolution” de- 
scribes how the shackles of feudalism 
are being thrown off in a tremendous 
explosion sparked by the irrepressible 
drive of millions of humans toward 
higher living standards. National rev- 
olutions by the score mark the upsurge 
of the masses against their masters who 
have held them for centuries in eco- 
nomic bondage at serfdom levels. The 
vital ingredient of 
a revolution’s be- 
ginning is land re- 
distribution which 
puts in the people's 
hands the raw ma- 
terial of progress. 

The second stage 
of revolution in- 
volves fixing the 
rate of capital ac- 
cumulation. A slow 
rate means only a 
gradual improve- 
ment in living 
Standards, while a 
fast rate may re- 
quire mass  coer- 
cion to hold down standards during the 
development of basic industry—a situa- 
tion which can last several decades be- 
fore better standards are realized. 

By concentrating on this single 
theme, Lens overstates the significance 
of economic factors, and wunder-esti- 
mates the importance of political and 
ideological forces. Communistic impe- 
rialism, for example, he either does 
not understand or chooses to disregard. 
The totalitarian nature of the Moscow 
government is explained as the unavoid- 
able accompaniment of industrialization 
under forced draft. Lens ‘concludes 
that the Reds have no aggressive inten- 
tions involving the use of force. 

At this point, many analysts will find 
themselves in disagreement. It would 
appear to some that the Red imperial- 
ists expand whenever the opportunity 
presents, and that opportunity is en- 
couraged to present. Hence, Lens’s sug- 
gestion of disarmament for the United 
States would be an open invitation to 
the Communists. 

If, however, the Reds are checked by 
power, they will geek other means to 
world domination, and that explains 
the active Communist interest in revo- 
lutionary situations wherever they oc- 
cur. With much to gain by stirring up 
trouble, the Communists have no scru- 
ples against subversion. The United 
States, on the other hand, usually deals 
with the legitimate government, which 
in some cases may be trying to hold 
back the movement toward economic 
reform. As a consequence, our great 
democracy born in revolution fails to 
win the leadership of “‘a world in revo- 
lution.” 

Lens fs not specific on the ways we 
can win the world for democracy; his 
service lies in his full analysis of one 
major element among the forces which 
today are shaping tomorrow’s world.

TV Strikes Back 
At Movie Makers 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, July 6. 

FTER all the pokes the movies have made at tele- 

vision it was only natural to expect TV to retaliate. 

The wonder is that it retaliated quite so fairly and 
honestly as it did in “The Film Maker,” on Goodyear 
Playhouse the other 
night. “The Film 
Maker” was by no 
means memorable 
drama, but it was a 
very knowledgable 
appraisal of what has 
happened to movie 
making in the last 10 
years — or roughly 
sinck television came 
along. The facts are 
fairly well known in- 
side the industry, but 
not too well known 
outside it. Just as a 
documentary, “The 
Film Maker” has its 
points. 


The story is about 
a mule-héaded ex- 
ecutive producer 
(Ralph Bellamy) of a 
€: major studio. The 
fe «studio is on the brink of a major reorganization, 
dictated by Wall Street, designed to bring its opera- 
= tions more into accord with the facts of life in 
the age of television. The Bellamy character was 
— nurtured in an era when big studios turned out 
— _30 or 40 major pictures a year, mostly staffed by con- 
© tract players, directed by contract directors and writ- 
ten by contract writers—all of whom were drawing 
down fabulous weekly salaries whether they worked 
or not. 

While it lasted—and it lasted a great many years— 
= this was an ideal life for intrenched actors and direc- 
' tors, to say nothing of innumerable nephews and sons- 
in-law. It was never a really good system and I don’t 
know how anyone, even its most undeserving bene- 
ficiaries inside the industry, can defend it with a 
f straight face any more. 
| 2 = 

ANYHOW, WHILE Bellamy is boasting that no 
one is going to get fired- while he is head of the studio, 
a Wall Street operative, who has been quietly buying 
up the studio’s stock, drops in to tell him that he is to 
fire not just a few persons but everybody under con- 
tract, and hire them only when needed. The studio, 
says the Wall Street man, will make only three or four 
- Spictures on its own a year. The rest of the cutput will 
be made by independents, with the studio financing 
the pictures and releasing them. Releas@j from the 
staggering overhead, the studio can make pictures a lot 
more cheaply and make much higher profits. 

I bring up all this sordid financial detail because— 
even in the palmy old pre-television days—these facts 
always seemed to me self-evident, and I can’t think 
why they didn’t strike all those hard-headed bankers 
a~who financed pictures a long time ago. Today some of 
the best pictures are made by independents. The tal- 
ent—actors, writers, directors and producers—is po 
longer just employes (though, of course, high-priced 
ones) but frequently stockholders in the picture and, if 
there are no dividends, the picture probably isn’t. any 
good and they don’t.deserve any. The nephews, the 
sons-in-law, the super-annuated actors are feeling the 
pinch, but I’m not. going to lose any sleep over that,

After 
eight weeks of this training 
they will be sent to Fort Sam 
Houston at San Antonio, Tex., 
which is the training center for 
all medical reserves. 


Here, Capt. Winthrop. ex- 
plained, they will become “medi- 
cal soldiers.”

Abortive Civil War Raid 


ALT DISNEY’S “THE GREAT LOCOMOTIVE 
W cuase: at the ORPHEUM THEATER, is interesting 

more in that it is based on an actual Civil War epi- 
sode, a raid by 22 Union spies in 1862 in an effort to wreck 
the railroad between Chattanooga and 
Atlanta to support the Union advance in 
Tennessee, rather than for any integral 
excitement or suspense that it generates. 

The plot and its execution are daring. 
A Yankee agent, James J. Andrews, played 
by Fess “Davy Crockett” Parker, and men 
under him pose as Kentuckians trying to 
join the Confederate forces. They steal a train north of 
Marietta, Ga., right in front of a Southern military camp, 
and set out north, tearing up track and cutting railroad 
wires to hamper pursuit. The irate and outraged conductor, 
William A. Fuller (Jeffrey Hunter), is tenacious as a bull- 
dog in his pursuit, however. He starts out running on foot 
with two other men, They pick up a push-car, transfer to 
an old locomotive, then finally graduate to a crack one. 
They stop wild boxcars meant to wreck them, and finally 
push a burning boxcar ,out of a long wooden bridge, before 
cavalry captures the raiders. 

This seems authentically done up to then, with Cinema- 
Scope and Technicolor contributing., But the jailbreak, after 
all have been condemned to be hanged, seems melodramat- 
ically phony, as the prisoners charge armed guards bare- 
handed, beat them unconscious, and flee, and as Parker 
and a burly named Jeff York fight off two-score soldiers 
with their fists without getting shot, covering the escape 
of some of the others. 

Parker isn’t much of an actor, but that isn’t too impor- 
tant in this strictly action yarn. 


Alan Ladd Formula Heroics 


Followers of the perennial heroics of Alan Ladd will 
probably be sent by his latest film, “SANTIAGO,” at the 
FOX, for it shows their wooden-pussed knight emerging un- 
scathed from continuous fisticuffs and battle and managing 
to look noble through it it all. Actually, 
it is better than the usua] Ladd program- 
mer if only that there is never a letdown 
in the action—it may not be realistic, but 
it’s never dull. 

For others who like good pictures and 
have only an academic interest in the Ladd 
product, it offers a study in the Ladd ad- 
venture format, as carefully calculated as a chemical for- 
mula. Alan is his typical hero, the good-bad guy. If he 
ever were merely good, he wouldn't be interesting. He's 
a cashiered Army officer turned gun-runner in the Cuban 
revolt against Spain. He’s supposedly cynical and merciless, 
ready to do any job for money and is called “Cash” Adams. 

But he still wears that old West Point ring, and remem- 
bers the motto, “Honour, Duty, Country.” He still is chiv- 
alrous in a cold way to ladies and protects Rossana Podesta, 
as a beautiful and spiritual Cuban patriot, from the un- 
couth advances of a rival greasy gun-runner, Lloyd Nolan. 
He still is a kindly protector to a brave little boy (Francisco 
Ruiz who is Rossana’s brother. And you know that when 
the chips are down, he'll sacrifice avarice to altruism and 
let the impoverished Cuban patriots have the guns without 
further charge. 

He still is unruffled and deadly in any fight. He has 
three warm-up rounds with Nolan, knocking him about at 
one point when the ruffian tries bestial advances on the 
pure Rossana, before the final show-down gun fight. He 
takes on, bare-handed, a vicious killer armed with a cargo 
hook. He leads night-raids, ambuscades and dynamitings 
with never a tremor disturbing the even, deadly tone of 
his voice. I sometimes maliciously wonder what they'd do 
if the guy with the boat hook, for instance, should slip and 
sink it into Alan’s midriff with the film only one-third 
gone; and say, “Oops, perdon me.” It would make an awk- 
ward ending, I guess. And the American population would 
forever give up faith in all indestructible heroes. That 
would be bad—I don’t know that national morale could 
stand it.

‘Lost’ Collection

CHICAGQ, July 6. 

N original letter by John 

Hancock, president of the 

Contizental Congress, an- 
nouncing the approval of the 
Declaration of Independence 
weeks before it was and 
asking that it be “proclaimed,” 
is part of a “lost” collection of 
more than 2000 historical docu- 
ments and letters recently 
brought to light when acquired 
by a Chicago historian and book 
dealer. 


‘It was this announcement by 
the presiding officer that made 


the Declaration itself official, 


explains the new owner, Ralph 
G. Newman, who pointed out 
that other historians have called 
the Hancock letter “one of 
the: greatest Revolutionary 
documents.” 


Indeed, it was the Hancock 
letter, asserting that all con- 
nections with Great Britain had 
been severed and that the 
Colonies were “free and inde- 
pendent states,” that set into 
motion the machinery for united 
resistance to the Crown's at- 
tempt to put down the “re- 
bellion.” 


The Hancock letter was dated 
July 6, 1776, -just 180 years 
ago today. Contrary to popular 
belief, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was not signed on 
July 4 of that year but several 
weeks later. A “resolution” of 
independence was adopted by 
the Continental Congress at 
Philadelphia on July 2 and on 
July 4 it approved the “Declara- 
tion” drafted by Thomas 
Jefferson. 


It is true that the Declara- 
tion is headed: “In Congress, 
July 4, 1776,” and says it was 
“the unanimous declaration of 
the 13 united States of 
America.” However, New York 
did not approve the Declaration 
until July 9 and Congress was 
not informed of that until July 
15. Action was unanimous on 
July 19 when the Declaration 
was ordered engrossed (offici- 
ally copied) and signed. 


Some time was required for 
the engrossing and the Decla- 
ration received most of its sig- 
natures on Aug. 2. At least 
six signed later and one man, 
Thomas McKean of Delaware, 
who had been present on July 
4 but not on Aug. 2, was per- 
mitted to sign five years 
later—in 1781. 


Meanwhile, the vigorous Han- 
cock had dispatched couriers 
to each of the 13 Colonies with 
his letter telling of the “Decla- 
ration” approved two days be- 
fore and attaching a copy of 
it. Perhaps significantly, he 
made no reference to “unani- 
mous” acceptance.

ANCOCK was the first to 
H sien the Declaration, re- 

marking as he affixed his 
famous “John Hancock,” which 
has become a byword, “I shall 
sign so bold that even the King 
can read it.” But this signature 
was hardly more important than 
his letter of almost a month 
before when he “flashed” the 
news of what was being done 
to the 13 Colonies and sent 
along unsigned texts of the 
Declaration. 


His July 6 letter said: 
“Gentlemen, 


“Altho it is not possible to 
fotesee the consequences of hu- 
man action yet it is never-the- 
less a duty we owe ourselves 
and posterity in all our public 
councils to decide in the best 
manner we are able, and to 
trust the point to that Being 
who governs both Congress and 

enate so as to bring about his 
own determination. 


“Impressed with this senti- 
ment and at the same time 
fully convinced that our affairs 
may take a more favorable turn, 
the Congress have judged it 
necessary to dissolve all con- 
nections between Great Britain 
and the American Colonies, and 
to declare them free and in- 
dependent states as you will 
perceive by the enclosed Dec- 
laration which I am directed to 
transmit to you and to request 
you will have proclaimed in 
your colony in the way and 
manner you shal] think most 
proper. 

“The important consequences 
to the American states from 
this Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, considered as the ground 
and foundation of a future gov- 
ernment, will naturally suggest 
the propriety of having it pro- 
claimed in such a manner as 
that the people may be uni- 
versally informed of it. 

“I have the honor to be, 
Gentlemen, 


“Your most obedient 
very humble servant, 
“JOHN HANCOCK, 
President.” 
The letter is the one dis- 
patched to the New Hampshire

ing sidelight. As a postscript, 
Hancock added a further bit of 
information: 

“Maj. Rogers of your colony 
is now here,” he wrote. “The 
Congress have ordered that he 
be sent to New Hampshire to 
be disposed of as that govern- 
ment shall judge best.” 

The reference was to John 
Rogers, who had gained fame 
in the Seven Year’s War when 
he raised a militia unit in New 
Hampshire known as Rogers’ 
Rangers. He and his men dis- 
tinguished themselves on the 
frontier by their bravery and 
endurance but, with the coming 
of the Revolution, Rogers be- 
came an active Tory and a spy 
for the Crown. He gained his 
release, recruited Tories to 
fight the colonists and after 
the war went to England where 
he died. 


Much of the material in the 
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collection which was acquired 
at a cost of more than $500,000, 
Newman said, was obtained 
early in this century by the late 
Dr. Ellsworth Eliot Jr., a dis- 
criminating and scholarly New 
York collector, and thus has 
been available to recent Ameri- 
can scholars and historians. 
Soon after Dr. Eliot's death, the 
collection in 1945 was sold to 
Wiley R. Reynolds of Palm 
Beach, Fla., a banker who suf- 
fered a heart attack and died 
before he could make a study of 
the material. 


It dropped from sight, lying 
useless in a bank vault until 
early this year when Newman 
was asked to examine it. The 
letters include more than 50 
George Washington letters, a 
large Lincoln collection, 30 by 
John Adams and others by 
Thomas Jefferson, John Paul 
Jones, Alexander Hamilton, 
Benjamin Franklin, Generals 
Robert E. Lee, Stonewall Jack- 
son, Sherman, Sheridan, Lafa- 
yette and other figures of the 
Revolutionary and Civil Wars 
in which Dr, Eliot, as a col- 
lector specialized. 


Newman, likewise an author- 
ity on these periods, explained 
that it would require months 
of work to complete the re- 


search necessary to determine 
how the collection would 
broken up for sale. Some of it 
combines’ significantly with 
Newman’s collection which he 
has assembled at his Abraham 
Lincoln Bookshop over many 
years. 

*Among the letters is one re- 
lating to the young nation’s 
naval force in the days of 
“unified command,” some 16 
years before a Navy Depart- 
ment was created and its Secre- 
ta made a member of the 
Cabinet. It was written by the 
great Revolutionary hero, John 
Paul Jones. 

Jones had been designated by 
act of Congress to command a 
new 74-gun man-of-war, the 
America, and was to supervise 
its construction by a contractor 


to John Brown, 
of the Admiralty at

Boston, complained bitterly 
that the Government was being 
overcharged and that inferior 
materials were being used. 

“Short pig-tailed lumber” was 
being used on the decks, he 
complained, and supplies of ma- 
terial bought for the America 
were being diverted to other 
ships the same contractor was 
building. The contractor re- 
sented his suggestions and 
ignored him, Jones reported, 
saying: 

“He told me once he knew as 
well how to fit out, govern or 
fight a ship-of-war as I did. I 
shall not say the contrary to 
the last two articles, but in 
fitting out ships of war I hope 

may, without presumption, 
claim the advantage.” 


Another paragraph proved 
prophetic: 
“I have met with various 


humiliations in the Revolution 
which I have “tonstantly en- 
deavored and shall endeavor 
not to deserve. Whatever public 
ingratitude I may experience, I 
scorn to resign till my country 
is free. When that is really 
independent, I shall as a free 
citizen think for myself; and 
it will not surprise me if I am 
then laid aside.” 

At long last the splendid war- 
ship, 182% feet long with a 
5014-foot beam, was finished 
and its 74 guns mounted. But 
Jones never sailed her. A 
sterm wrecked the 74-gun 
French ship, the Magnifique, at 
Boston and Congress awarded 


the comparable new America to 
France. Jones, with no ship to 
command, was as he had sug- 
gested, “laid aside” by being 
sent on a minor mission to Den- 
mark. He then went to Paris 
where he died in obscurity in 
1792. , 

In George Washington’s hand- 
writing is a letter of April 7, 
1781, from New Windsor, N.Y., 
to Gov. George Clinton, at 
Poughkeepsie. It tells of a mes- 
sage Washington had received 
from Gen. William Heath warn- 
ing that the British had sent out 
parties to capture or assassinate 
Washington, Gov. Clinton and 
Gov. William Livingston of New 
Jersey. 

Gen. Heath reported that the 
information had come from 
“Mr. G. G. Backman of Peek- 
skill” who “concealed the name 
of the person who gave the in- 
formation and requests he may 
not be called upon for it.” 

It is thought Backman may 
have received the warning from 
Harvey Birch, the Enoch Crosby 
of James Fenimore Cooper's 
“The Spy,” who roamed through 


Northern Westchester, New 
York, at this time. 
. * . 


N contrast to the lengthy and 
verbose letters of the Revolu- 
tionary period, with their 
interminable complimentary 
closes, are the terse communica- 
tions of Abraham Lincoln — 
clear, concise and often drama- 
packed in spite of their brevity. 


Lee was pressing hard during 
the Battle of Chancellorsville 
and Lincoln had lost communi- 
cation with the Union army 
when he wrote to Gen. Danie! 
Butterfield, his chief of staff, 
the following: 

“Washington City 
May 3, 1863. 
“Major General Butterfield, 

Where is Gen. Hooker? 
Where is Sedgwick? Where is 
Stoneman? 

A. Lincoln.” 

Six weeks later, he wrote 
Gen. Joseph Hooker: 

“Washington, D.C. 
June 14, 1863. 
“Major Gen. Hooker, 

So far as we can make out 
here the enemy has Milroy 
surrounded at Winchester, and 
Tyler at Martinsburg. If they 
could hold out a few days, could 
you help them? If the head of 
Lee’s army is at Martinsburg 
and the tail of it on the plank- 
road between Fredericksburg 
and Chancellorsville, the animal 
must be very slim somewhere. 
Could you not break him? 

A. Lincoln.” 

Newman said his preliminary 
examination of the collection 
supports its reputation as one 
of the finest and most compre- 
hensive in its field. No one 
knew just what Reynolds had, 
Newman explained, because Dr. 
Eliot had built up his material 
piece by piece over so long a 
period. 

Many interesting and valu- 
able documents still repose in 
attics and bank vaults, out of 
sight and out of mind, Newman 
added, suggesting that owners 
consult their local or state 
historical societies before dis- 
posing of them.
